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The Subſtance of the Arguments for and 
againſt the BILL, for Probibiting the 
Exportation of W oollen Manuiacure 

from Ireland to Þorreign Parts, &c. 


Againſt the BILL it was ſaid, 

l. Hat this Bill paſſing would become a total Pro- 
hibitivn of the Exportation of Woollen Manu- 
faQury from Irelavd, becauſe the Bill prohi- 
bits 4t to all Forreign Parts ; and the Duty 

upon it here in Exg/2nd is ſo high, that it can never be 

brought hither ; and under this Head it was (aid, 

That this would put the 19; upon making Cloth for 
their own wearing, which would be. more prejudicial ts 
England, becaule the Cloth imported from Englend into 
treland is of much greater Value than what is exported 
from Irelayd to Forreign Parts, the Exg/:fþ Cloth being 
worn there by the Nobility and Gentry. 

It was further ſaid, That this Bill opens all the Ports 


in Eyplaxd to receive Iriþ Wool; and by that Means 


Wool coming np the Channel in fight cf the French Ports, 
would have an caſic Opportunity of ruaving in thither : 
And, Secondly, That it being fo near a Cut over from 
the North part of /re/evd to Scorland, it would be carried 
thither, and from thence to Forreign Parts. 


IL, Thas this would diſcourage the Exzifp Intereit in

Irclana, and that it ſeem'd not to be well tim'd, after the 


Diſtreis the 1riſb had lately been in; and that it was the 


Engliſh Iriſh that were chiefly concerned in-the Woollen 
Manufatture there. 

It was ſaid further, that the Allegatians of the Bill were 
not true, vis. That great, Quantities of the like Manufattures 
( to thoſe of England ) Have of late been Made, and are daily 
encreaſing : And to d!i/p:ove the ſaid Allegations, an ac- - 
count was giveft, { {4&2ii 45 + as faid out of che Cuſtom- 
Houſe Books ) to ſhow iha't more 'Woollen Mannfaftury 
was exported out 0: {r:{azs fron 1554. to 1687. than 
from 1693. to 1695, 2nd 57 the ciriefet part thereof was | 
the New Drape:'y ot-S'ii.ts and Foz: and but litcle 
Cloth, which was :ae O!:{ D:umty of Enoland; and that 
therefore the Oid Drapery was not prejudiced thereby : 
And an Account was ailo given, how many Yards of 
Cloth was Imported inco 1rc/and from England in a Year. 


IIT. It was alledged, That'this was only the Concern of 
one place, viz. Exeter, and that that ought not to weigh 
with the Intereſt of the whole Kingdom of Ireland. 

And: Natice was taken of a Paper printed. for the Bill, 
and a Liſt of the Names of Perſons lately gone from Exe- 
ter and Tiverton to Ireland; and it was aid, that ſeveral 
Matters of FaQ in the ſaid printed Papers were falſe, viz. 

The printed Paper aſletts, that Wool was 50 per Cer. 


- Cheaper in Ireland than Exzgland, a pound coſting there 


but 6 4. being worth'9 4. here, which it was faid was a 
Miſtake, and that it was but 25 per Cezr. 

The {econd thing was about Dying Wares being dear- 
er in E»gland than Ireland, which was denyed ; and it 
was ſaid, that it could not be ſo, becauſe all the Dying 
Wares was fent from Exgland to Ireland, and therefore of 
Necellity they muſt be deareft in Ireland, 


As 
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As to the printed Liſt of the Names of about 159 
Perſons lately gone from Exon and Tiverton to lreland, 
2 Perſon ſaid he knew three of che Names, one where- 
of went above twenty years lince, and the other two 
a long time agoe. 

It was agreed, that Spinning the Woot was cheaper 
in Ireland than Erngland, but not the Combing and 
Weaving. | | 

And as to Soap, it was faid, that but little was uſed 
ia a piece of Stuft, no more than to the Value of 3 4. 
a piece. 


It was ſaid by a Gentleman, who lived long 1n Ireland, 
that, | 

Anno 1656, the Woolien Manufatture was attempted 

to be ſet up by ſome, but they failed in it. 

1679. Some again from Holland and England made 
another attempt, which alſo miſcarried. 

But, 1684. It was again attempted, and ſucceeded, 
as to the New-Drapery, but that as to the Old Drapery 
they can never ſet up that, becauſe they have no Ful- 
lers Earth there. | 


It was further ſaid, That, 1/. The Ir muſt bring 
their Wool to a Market where it will not vend, mean- 
ing Enzland. Or, | | 

2aly. That the Wool being brought hither unwrought, 
will lower the Price here, and glut the Market, and 
that will bring down the Rents of Exgland. 

And it was alſo ſaid, That Ezg/and gets much by Ireland, 

And ſeveral 1riþ Statutes were quoted, as 13 H. 8. 
c.2. 28 H.8.c.17. and 11 EL. c, 10, which it was 
ſaid, were to encourage the Woolen ManufaQuury there. 

I will here add allo the Subſtance of what is contain- 
ed ina Print, Entituled, Some Thoughts on the Lill, 8c. 
That the Strength of all that can be ſaid on that Sub-

ject may be laid together ; and tho' it is ſomewhat long, 
_thiink the Arguments are in {hort theſe. 

I. That Enzlazd profits greatly by Irelaxd. Becauſe, 

x. Near one third part of-the Lands of that Kingdon 
belong to the Enz1ih, who inhabit here, and have their 
| Rents conſtantly return'd in ready Money. 

. 2. Moſt of the Nobility and Geatry fpend their Eſtates 
cre. | 

3. That Exoland ſupplies Ireland with moſt of the Com- 
modities they conſume; that nine tenths of the People 
there, that are able to buy it, wear Ezgliſh Woollen Ma- 
nufaQures, and that Exg1and receives little from Ireland, 
their Cattle being prohibited, high impoſitions on their 
Tallow, Leather and Corn, and laſt year the Tonnage 
and Poundage was doubled on their Linnen and other 
Manufa&ures, and ſuch as are ſuffer'd to come, are ab- 
ſolutely neceſſary for us, or Materials for our Manu- 
factures. | 

4. That what Ireland gets by Trade, centers all in Exg- 
aud, "and the Trade there is moſtly carried on by Engz- 
liſh Stocks. » | 
And hereupon it is ſaid, that we ſeem to deſire to 
oet ſo much from Jreland, that at laſt we may pur 
them out of a condition to pay us any thing. 

The Second general Head is, what was urged at the 
Lord's Bar, that it may weaken the Erg/iſh Intereſt, ſo 
as to endanger the Loſs of that Kingdom. 

And it is Fd, That it may not neceſſarily follow, that 
ſo much the more Woollen ManufaCtures will be made 
in Exgland, as is reſtrained or deſtroy'd in Ireland, but 
that Holland, France, &Cc. may get the Trade Ireland looſes, 
and that what Ireland has done, has not leſſened the 
Woollen ManufaQure in Exgland. 


And thea he comes, fo}. 10. to the point, on _ os 
| | Streſs 
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Strels of the Controverlie depends, and that is, whet her 
the Iriſh can ſend their ManufatQtures cheaper to For- 
reign Markets than the Ex2/ib, and this the Author 
alirms they cannot, becaule they want numbers of 
People, and Stocks, and Materials. 

The Author ſays further, that they make only a few 


Stockings, Stuffs and Frizzs, which are different from 


thoſe made in Enlazd, and yet they fend but few 
abroad, and that becauſe they pay leſs Wages in 1relazd 
than here, they are not ſo likely to drain our People 
away, and that none go there but ſuch as are neceſfi. 
tated, | 

He argues, That thoſe who are in the Woollen Ma- 
nufacture there, will be forced to go to other Coun- 
tries, if this Bill paſs. 

And the laſt doubt is, whether the Law, if made, would 
take effe, it being the Intereſt of all 1reland to defear 
it. And thea again, the Bugbears of Scor/and and France 
are ſet up. Aad after all, the Author propoſes a gentler 
Method of doing the Work, and that is by ſecret Diſ- 
couragements, and ſo to let it decline by degrees. 


For the BI L L, and in Anſwer to the Objections. 
fo it, it was ſaid. 


I. It was acknowledged, That the Duties on Woollen 
ManufaQtures from 1re/and are at preſent high, the Sub- 
ſidy being lately doubled, which will ſoon expire, and 
then they will come near to a level with the Eng/zþ, 
ſome a little over, and ſome under ; and yet notwith- 
ſtanding, we find by daily experience, great Quantities 
of Iriſþ Frizes, Broad cloth napt, and Stuffs, imported 
into England. ; | 

If the prohibition put the Tr;þ upon making _ 
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for ther own wearing, inſtead. of what now they take 
from Englazd, it ſeems then, the Iriſh can take 'to make- 


ing Cloath if they pleaſe, and no doubt of it, and the 


Engliſh will never deny them the liberty of making 
what they themſelves wear, but have juſt reaſon to fear 
that by degrees they will not only do that, but beat 
the Exg/;Þ quite out of their. Trade to Forreign Mar- 
kets, which mult be the natural conſequence of their 
making the Woollen Goods ſo much cheaper than we 
Can. | 

That this Bill opens all the Ports of Ezglazd to re- 
ceive 17i/þ Wool, is true, and with great reaſon, that 
one place may have it on as ealie terms as others, 0- 
therwiſc the charge of Land-carriage, and other Charges 
and il|.converiencies are ſo great, that it makes 10 per 
Cezt. difterence between places no further diſtant than 
Biddeford and Exov. And whileſt all our Plantation 
Goods, and particularly Tobacco, which pays ſo high a 
Duty, ccme up the Channel, and Wool is ſent from Soth- 


. ampton to Jerſey and Gueryſey, and may alſo be ſent from 


any one Port to any other Port in Eze/azd, and all un- 
der no other Security than Bond given to diſcharge in 
Ezglana, there can be no greater danger here, nay much 
leſs, ſeeing by this Bill it is provided, that the Bonds 
for Security {hall be given by ſufficient Perſons, reſiding 
in or near the place where the Goods are ſhipped, and 


Thall not be granted over to any Perſon, and that a 


particular account from time to time ſhall be tranſmit- 
ted to Ezgland of all the Wool ſhipt, and the Ships 
and Maſters Names, and to whom, and at what Port 
conſigned. 


| As to what was ſaid, This would diſcourage the Ex- 


gliſþ Intereſt in Ireland, it was anſwered, 


1, That by their own Confeſſion, the Woollen Manu-- 


factury

factury has not long been ſet up in Ireland, and the 
Engliſh Tnterett was preſerved before that time, and no 
doubr may be ſo (till, without drawing fo many Peopk: 
from Ez2/azd as would certainly leave it, it the Wool- 
Icn Maoufacture goes on there ; and ic is better that 4 
good ftrengih remains in ones Kingiem, thay io divide 
it inro both, by which meas netther may be ſtrong 
enough to reliit a Purreign Encmy. 

2. Tho' the Woollen ManutaQtury be ſuppreſs'd there, 
they have che fame means of Improvemeat they had 
| betore ; nay, greater, {ince our Weſt laatcs take oft fo great 
Q-4aniities of their Proviiions, Horſes and Servants, 
which makes a compenſlatioa in ſome meaſure for the 
prohibiting their Cattle from coming into Eg lad. 

3. The Soyl is very wei! adapted to produce Hemp 
and Flax, and foto eſtabliſh} the Linnen ManufaQury, 
which would find all due Encouragement from Ezglara, 
and employ great numbers ot People, and fo would the 
Fiſhery, which might be carried on on the 1;/þ Coaſt 
to great advantage. 

4. They ſend great Quantities of Corn, Beef, Hides, 
Tallow, Butter, cc. to Forreign Markets, and will ne- 
ver want means of improving their Countrey, and en- 
creaſing their People, without giving ſo great a Wound 
to England. | | 

As to the Truth of the Allegations in the Bill : 

1. The Accounts they themlelves gave, were a ſuf. 
ficient Proof of them ; for by them it appeared, great 
Quantities of New-draperies were exported ( which alcho? 
they endeavoured to ſhrowd under the Name of Frizes, 
yet they are known to be Bays, Perpetuano's and Ser- 
ges ) ſuch as are made in divers parts of Ezg/aua, and 
a Witneſs on Oath declared, that the Triſþ Serges were 
preferied to the Ergliſh in Ho/lava, and were in great 
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demand at the ſame time that Ezz1/b Strges lay on 
hand, and would not ſell. oY 

2, That the Woollen ManufaQtury had as yet increaſed 
to no greater a height, ( was ſaid to be, as the Truth 
is) becauſe of the late War, which made Exportation 
from Ireland unſafe ; and that Kingdom not being well 
ſettled, Perſons were unwilling to adventure their Stocks, 
and to enlarge their Trades, bat that nothing can hin- 
der their encreaſe now, if Peace continues, but this Bill. 

Further it was ſaid, That there was no doubt, but 
by degrees they would improve and encreaſe in their 
making of Cloth, for: that all things grew to perfe&tion 
by degrees, as the Woollen Manufatture did heretofore 
in Ezgtand, and making of Lute-ſtrings and Allamodes 
was coming to it, and that nothing could hinder this in 
treland, having there the ſame Materials, and by degrees 
would have Workmen from Ezz/and ſufficient, and a good 
profit arifing by it, Fullers Earth would be found there, 
or ſent from hence, or they may do as they do in Ho/- 
land and France, where they have no Fullers Earth, 
and yet make as fine Cloth as we do in Exglard. 


II. It was ſaid, That this was not the Concern of 
Exeter alone, but of all Ezgland, for there were preſent - 
ed to their Lordſhips at leaſt 18 Petitions from ſeveral 
parts of England, as from Norwich, Colcheſter, Bocking, 
London, Sudbury, beſides thoſe from Somerfer and Dewon, 
who thought themſelves immediately concerned. 

' 2. All the parts of Exgland are afteted, where Wool 
is produced, in the price of their Wool, which would 
ſoon be reduced to a very low rate, when the Manu- 
factury of it is decay'd. 

3. The encreaſe of the Woollen ManufaQture in 1re- 
land would draw People from all parts of Exzg/and, who 
conſume the Produtt of the Land. T 4. The 
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4. The able working People of Ex2/an4 going over, 
would leave the Weak and Aged a Charge to' the Pa- 
rithes, and on both accoanis the Rents of #2a7/ard muit 
fail conſiderably. 

5, That the Woollen ManufaQuure of Ez2/an4 export: 
ed, was above hali the Value of che whole Exportation, 
and that being loſt muſt needs ailo abate the Value of 
all the Lands in England. | 

As to the Objections made to the Paper printed for 
the Bill. 

And, Fr, About Dying Wares being cheaper in 
England than Irelazd, it was ſaid, 1. That ſuch Goods 
may be brought from any part of Europe, Aſia or Africa, 
directly to Tre/and, and the few forts which come from 
America to Enz!anda, as Logg-wond, Indico, &c. draw 
back great parc of the Cuitom, when exported to Ire- 
land ; particularly Lozgg-wood, ſo much as that it may be 
afforded cheaper there than here; and altho' as yet: Dy- 
ing Wares do not come in very great Quantities directly 
from other Parts to Ireland, yet they will do fo, as the 
Woollen ManutaCttury there encreaſes. And it might have 
been added, that there is lately gone from Ho1/avd to 
Ireland a great Quantity of Red-wood, which is brought 
thither from Gainzy cheap, altho? in Ezzlazd it is at a 
very high Price. 

As to the ObjeQion, that Wool ſelling for 6 4. per /ib. 
in Ireland, and at the fame time in Exgl/azd tor 9 d. per (ib. 
was but 25 per Cezt. difterence, Arithmetick determines 
that ; for if what coſt in 1re/axd 100 /. ſells in Exgland for 
150 /. that is plainly 5o per Cen. odds, and 6 4. to 9 4. 
bears the ſame proportion. | , 

The Names of three Perſons amongſt 140 in the Print- 
ed Liſt were picked out ; one whereof, as their Witneſs 


ſaid, went away 20 Years ſigce ; but being asked,he could 
not

not fay but there might be others of the ſame Names 
gone lince, and he owned it was ſeven Years ſince he 
teft Exoz. | 

About the Workmantihip it was owa'd, that the Spin- 
ing was much cheaper in Irelazd ; and tho* it was faid,that 
that was the leaſt part of the Work, yet the Clothiers 
know, that it is above half; And as che Manufacture en- 
creales, the telorc of People skili'd 1n it will encreaſe ; 
and [r:{azd beins ſo cheap a Countrey, when it 1s in 
Peace, ihe Work:manſhip of all kinds muſt be cheap too. 
The #erion ibat Wineſled at firſt that but three Penny 
worth of Scap was uled 1in a Serge, atcerwards owned 
himiel; miſtaken, and 1n truth there 1s above three pound 
of Soap ulcd in a Serge, which is worth about One Shil- 
ling: 

From the Account given of the trſt Atiempts that fail- 
ed to ſettle the Woollen Manufaftture in Trelazd, in 1656. 
and 1679. and that which afterwards did ſucceed in 1684, 
it was obſerved, That all New ManuftaCtures are begun 


with ſome difficulty, as the Wooilen ManufaQure it ſelf 


formerly in England, and the Manufatture of Luteſtring 
and Allamodes lately here : And tho” at firſt it ſucceed- 
ed not in [reland, even in the New Drapery, yet after- 
wards it took etict, and to that Degree, that a Witneſs 


on Oath affirmed, that they make as good Serges in Ire- * 


land as any where in Exgland; and tho? as yet they are 
not come to. perfection in Fine Cloth, nothing can hinder 
them from it in time, having, as before was ſaid, the 
ſame Materials and Work-men, and all, ſo much cheaper 
than we. 

It was acknowledged by a Gentleman againſt the Bill, 
that bringing the 1r;/þ Wool hither would not prejudice 
the Price of Ezgliſh Wool ; and it is not to bring it to a 
Market where there is no Vent ; for it always did, and 
always 
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always will find Vent here ; and Ezzland will; be much 
the better Market for it than Scotland, though it ſhould 


_ even be permitted to go there. 


As to the Gains England makes by Ireland, the clear 
Gains are noc much, and Ezg/azd would pay too dear 
to part with their Woollen Manufactury for them : Ang 
whoever pleates to look into the 1riþ Statutes quoted, 
will find that they were only to prevent the Exportation 
of Wool, and not to encourage the Exportation of Cloth 
to Forreign Markets. 

And now to give Anſwer to fo much of the printed Pa- 
per, Entituled, Some Thoughts, &c. as is not anſwered 
before : | 

The Author has written with much Art, and ſaid a 
great deal that does nor immediately eoncern the Queſti- 
on, and but ilighily rouched what does. 


And Firſt, as to the Profit Exgland gets by Ireland. 


I. England had need ger ſomething where it has been 
at ſo vaſt Expence of Blood and Treaſure, to deliver 
and proteC&t lreland. 

2. This was get by Irelazd, before the Woollen Ma- 


 nufaQture was ſet up in Trelazd, and will be after that is 


ſuppreſs'd there. | 
3. If it ſhould get by the Eſtabliſhment or Continu- 
ance of the Woollen ManfaQtury, which muſt unavoida- 


bly ruin our own, by getcing a penny we ſhould looſe 
a pound. 


If moſt of their Nobility and Gentry ſpend their 
Eſtates here, it is becauſe they live where they like 
beſt, but as Ireland flouriſhes more and grows greater, 
as it muſt do if they remain in Peace, and ſuch a Bill 
does not paſs, that Humour by degrees will alter, and 
they will have every —_— as much to their Content 

and 
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and Pleaſure there as here, znd now they go as much 


"if ro Forreign Parts as Enzl:za.' 


That Ezg/and ſupplies Ireland with moſt of the Com. 
modities they conſume is affirmed, and formerly ir 
was fo, but bcfore the War, the Cale began to alter, 
and they were .more ſupply'd by the return 'of their 
own Produ@ and Manufactures ſent abroad then from 
Expland, and if a Pzace continues there, and they, go 
on with their Woollen ManufaCture, they will ſoon want 
nothing from Ezplazd, bur it's able working People and 
ManufaCturers and Seamen. | | 

And altho? Ezglan4 has prohibited their Cattle, yet 
a great deal of 7 a{/ow, &c. comes hither, and Azzo 7th. 
and 8:h. of this King, An'AQ& was made here to en- 
courage the Linneen Manufacture of Ire/and, and there- 
in it was EnaQted, That 'it might be lawful to brins any 
ſorts of Hemp or Flax, and all the Production thereof as 
Thread, Tari and Linnen of toe Growth and Manufattyre 
of Ireland free from all manner of Cuſtoms, Duties and In;- 
poſiticns whatſo.ver. It is true indeed, that the next year 
the AR which doubled the Subſidies of Tonnage and 
Pourdage, did by an overſight (as is ſuppoſed ) com- 
prehend Linnen, &c. from Ireland, which by the Wif- 
dom of the Nation may be reCtiticed. 

It is aſſerted, that the Trade in Ireland is carried on 
moltly by Ezzliſh Stocks, but the Author is mifinformed 
in thar particular, and will foon- fiad many Forreigners 
ſend their Stocks thicher when things are ſeiled, as they 
did before the War, and if they were Eng/ih Stocks, 
yet that would be a great deteriment to Ergiazd, to 
have the Stock drawn out of Trade here to be employ- 
ed there. | 
\ Concerning the weaking the Eng!b Intereſt, it has 
had an Anſwer, and further it may be ſaid, that the 


Iriſh 
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Iriſh themſelves ſay the Woollen ManufaQure there, for 


Forreign Exportation is {mall, -and if we Prohibir that, 
they will In all hkelyhood make the Cloth they wear 
themſelves, which is much more, Where then is the 
zakaing them ? Ir is not fit tht they {iouid have 
an Acceſſion of Strength by the Diminution of our 
own, who muſt ſupport our ft'ves and trem t60. 

It 1s evident that #s the 1-5 make ard vend more 
Woollen Goods abroad, we ih:!l vend tlie Iefs, becauſe 
all Traders to Forreiga Parts know, that the Goods 
they make are in imitat1on of O15, and they are wile 
enough to ſend ſuch Goods as they find are Et-:med 
and will Sell; and ſuch the Ez2/;5 make and lend; 
and the going off of many of our Woollen Manufactu= 
rers to Ireland, is too convincing a Proof to be denied, 
that the increaſe in one Kingdom muſt be tlie decreaſe 
of the other. | 

And now the Author of Som? Thoughts, &Cc. is come 
to the main arid indeed the only Point, on which the 
Controverfie turns, And that is, Whether in Irelazd 
they can make the ſam: Woollen ManufaCtury cheap- 
er than in Exgl/apd; and this the faid Author, Deter- 
mines in the Negative, but leaves us to ſeek the Proo 
of it where we can fiad it ; and ſeeks to cloud the 
Matter with an obſcure way of Arguing but ſuch as 
every one muſt ſee thoroagh, eſpecially ſuch diſcern- 
ing Judgments as the Matter is. now before. To make 
a long Notional Argument to prove that two and two 
makes four, or any other certain Propoſition in Arith- 
metick ; or to argue againſt the Truth of Addition or 
SubitiaQtion of Sums without Numeration ; is equa:ly 


abſurd. And therefore the plain Anſwer to that, is the

ſelf-evident, that they] may as well attempt to prove it = 
is Night at Noon- Day. And therefore let the Conle- |
